THE ENGLISH SITUATION. 

The baccarat scandal, which has con- 
vulsed social and religious England and 
made the middling classes dread the 
“shuffling off the mortal coil” of Vic- 
toria and the elevation to the throne of 
Albert Edward, bas been the means of 
letting out somie State secrets. 

The representative non-conformists, 
or the religious element not represented 
in the State Episcopal Church, of which 
the baccarat gambler, Albert Edward, is 
to be the future head, were determined 
to air this scandal thoroughly in the 
House of Commons. To the surprise of 
everybody that “grand old man,” Glad- 
stone, opposed the project and brought 
nearly all the liberal members to his 
support. That there was a State mouse 
in the parliamentary meal tub everybody 
suspicioned. 

It now appears that Mr. Gladstone 
had more hope for his pet project of 
home rule for Ireland from the future 
King Albert Edward than from the gov- 
ernment of his illustrious mother, The 
conversations of Mr. Gladstone with the 
Prince had led to great hopes that the 
difficulties which environ the govern- 


| ment and crown, arising out of the gen- 


eral chronic discontent in Ireland, would 
find a solution on the elevation of the 
Prince to the throne, through the very 
meaus which Ireland demands, to-wit: 
home rule or an Irish parliament. 

Hence, the movement of the non-con- 
formists to atraign the Prince before 
Parliament has come to naught, while 
the deep religious under current among 
the churches is still jucreasing in force, 
and bids fair to find vent in an out- 
spoken voice of condemnation in spite 
of the great love of the Evglish masses 
for Mr. Gladstone. 

But the Queen has not remained silent. 
She is, evidently, not willing that to her 
wayward son’s confessions of liberalism 
to Mr. Gladstone, the hope of pacifying 
the kingdom, shall be credited. She 
herself is more liberal than her govern- 
ment, and has been. A letter written by 
her Majesty to Archbishop Tait in 1869, 
when the bill for the disestablishment of 
the Protestaut Church in Ireland was 
before the House of Lords, has just been 
brought to the Jight of print, and through 
her instrumentality. It was written at 
a crucial period of Euglish history, when 
the House of Lords came dangerously 
near a destructive collision with both 
the House of Commons and the people, 
which presaged danger to the crown. 
The Queen thus wrote: 

“Considering the circumstances under which 
the measure hns come to the House of Lords, 
the Queen cannot regard, without Lhe greatest 
alarm, the probable effect of its absolute rejec 
tion in that House. Carried, as it has been, by 
an overwhelming and steady majority through 
a Houne of Commons chosen expressly to speak 
the fecling of the country on the question, 
there Seems no reuson to believe that any fresh 
ħppceal to the people could lead to a different 
result. The rejection of the bill, therefore, 
would only serve to bring the two houses in 
collision and s0 prolong a dangerous agitation 
on the subject.”

A WORD WITH CHRISTIANS. 

The force of the Christian religion 
consists in its doctrine of the immortal- 
ity of the soul; the omnipotence of the 
moral law as conditioning human char- 
acter; and a universal providence which 
implies a universal ruler and governor of 
the universe.

Bo in all its earth manifestations, no 
law, no fact, no sound, satisfactory rea- 
soning has, as yet, brought to the human 
mind convincing evidence of the soul's 
death, or liability to extinction, It may, 
as a moral factor, find punishment and 
reward, each according to its own na- 
ture, power and development. 

What is called Churchianity, meaning 
all the sects and creeds of Christendom, 
goes further and accepts as of supreme 
authority over the credence of its dis- 
cipleship, the revelations of thousands 
of years ago, touching the character of 
that future soul existence. But as human 
language had to be used to express the 
ideas or the impressions of the writers, 
and as human language is largely based 
upon nature, materiality and its diversi- 
ty of manifestation, the spiritual exist- 
ence beyond the mortal as taught in the 
Book, is largely in earth figures or syn 
bolical.

One would naturally suppose that, of 
all others, the members of the Christian 
Church would be among the first to ex 
amine and accept the tangible evidence 
of immortal existence for man found in 
the clear manifestations, the teachings 
and the loving messages of those who 
have put off the mortal environment 
Here is palpable proof of the conscious 
existence of the soul after it has snid its 
good-byes in the mortal and put on im- 
mortality. One single well-authenticated 
instance of such return establishes the 
fact. Nay, it does more. It makes pos- 
sible the return of others and, under like 
conditions, the return of all who wish to 
commune with the incarnate living, the 
conditions on both sides of the line of 
incarnate and decarnate, being favorable. 
If Moses, the lawgiver of Israel, could 
and did return, bringing intelligent 
speech with him—and the Christian be- 
lieves that he did—-then Abraham Liu- 
coln, the great martyr to liberty and the 
equul rights of iman, can also return.

Me- 

diumship may be termed a gift, but that 

does not constitute genius fer se. A 

child may have talents for music, become 

a good performer or teacher, but lack 

genius to make her a star. So a me- 
dium may become one of the best, but 
need a spirit guide or teacher all her 
mortal life time to aid in the formula- 
tion of not only his or her own accumu- 
lations, but foreign thoughts as well. 
But where the possibility exists, the 
spirit world operates, taking its mediums 
from all ranks of society and often with- 
out regard to the moral status of the 
one chosen—probably hoping that the 
change will benefit and elevate the one 
in question. If not to angelhood, at 
least to a higher moral plane than sucha 
one would have reached single handed 
or as an ordinary citizen. Thus the hu- 
man in mediums as well as in other of 
God's children, and if the per cent. of 
fallen mediums were anyway as near to 
that of fallen church communicants, 
leaders and preachers, Spiritualism would 
be in hiding long ago. But as hardly 
one per cent. forget the duty they owe to 
the cause, it does not disturb the mein 
body to any appreciable degree, except 
the expression of sorrow manifested by 
sympathetic souls who are ever pained 
to see a brother or sister come to a stand- 
still or retrograde in any respect—though 
retrogression in life's affairs is but a re- 
lative condition. But eternal progres- 
sion is the Jaw of nature, and whether 
we grow in soul by experience or by add- 
ing new thoughts to it, the outcome is 
the same. It is knowledge or wisdom 
centred in a human entity and ouly capa- 
ble of being expressed through con- 
sciousness or intelligence, so-called, Ex- 
perience, whether through trials, sor- 
rows, afflictions, humiliations, depriva- 
tions, or business and household affairs 
add to the soul new light and truths for 
philosophic comment. This is “grow- 
ing” thought, which will be harvested 
sooner or later as occasion offers. 

Where such “experience” as above is 

lacking, the medium may discipline him 
or herself by self-denials or abuegation, 
which constitutes a self-imposed effort 
on part of the soul to expand. It is like 
adding strength to it. Forbearance, 
toleration, consideration, charity and 
such soul efforts also expand or 
strengthen it; and nature, abhorring a 
vacuum, as it were, fills the space with 
that which belongs there. As like at- 
tracts like, an entity composed of an in- 
telligeut life principle, must attract in- 
telligence (whatever that is fer sc) aud 
illuminate the soul with so-called new 
thoughts or ideas, Self-culture, study 
and literary pursuits develop ideas or 
thoughts by deduction, reasoning, ana- 
lysis, etc., —gives us something new to 
think about, tell and write about. 
Thus man not only creates thoughts 
himself, but catebes them up from na- 
ture, as it were, and grows them in his 
soul as a tree bears fruit. Every such a 
piece of humanity is a medium, whether 
he is conscious of the factor not, and 
those who are most active or exhibit the 
most natural talent for generalizing 
thought, formulating that around them 
und intuitive enough to comprehend 
spirit thoughts (inspiration) as readily 
as given, make thé medium that the 
spirit world selects as its instruments to 
disseminate its truths; i. e.. to teach 
Spiritualism.

WHAT DO ABOUT IT? 
WALLACE YATES. 


A correspondent of the Portland Ore- 
gonian some time ago took occasion to 
compare the Americau people with the 
native races of India, and bade us, phari- 
saically, thank God that we are not as 
these men are. Modern philosophy 
teaches us that throughout the whole 
labyrinth of existing evil may be traced 
the golden thread that ever leads to the 
Central Righteousness, so out of the 
rabid spread eagleism of our web-foot 


friend, and his general confusion of 


thought we may pick out an idea, which 
followed up may bring us a little nearer 
to the ultimate truth. 

We are a superior race, and being so, 
there is no escape for us from the eternal 
truth, “that to whomsoever much is 
given, of him shall much be required.” 
We claim to lead the world, to be the 
fortunate possessors of the ten talents, 
to be the salt of the earth,—are we tak- 
ing the proper steps to permanently 
maintain our high place, or is the salt be- 
ginning to lose its savor? 

Our Declaration of Independence sets 
forth in plain but proud terms the rights 
of man; the preamble to our constitution 
declares that that instrument was or- 
dained to “establish justice, * * * 
and secure the blessings of liberty to 
ourselves and our posterity.” Not only 
this, but we have placed at the entrance 
of our chief harbor a colossal statue of 
“liberty enlightening the world.” And 
yet we have actually had to import from 
Australia a system of voting that will 
guarantee the citizen protection in the 
exercise of that most primal right—the 
right of franchise! And that same re- 
mote island threatens to leave us behind 
in the adoption of another measure for 
securing the equal rights of man (a mea: 
sure upon which depends the perma: 
nence of civilization) —the equal right of 
all men to the use of tbe earth. These 
other bodies of Anglo-Saxons colonized 
in various parts of the world 
are at least equally alert with us 
in asserting human rights, and 
if, as in the instances quoted, we are go- 
ing to depend on them for enlighten- 
ment, for heaven's sake let us demolish 
that statue in New York barbur, quit our 
boasting and take a back seat. If we 
want to maintain the grand position of 
leaders in the path of progresss and lib- 
erty we must be up and doing, 

“For emulation hatha thousand sons. 
That one by one pursue if you give way 
Or hedge aside frou the direct forthright, 


Like to an entered tide they all rush by 
And leave you hindmost." 


Do we realize the gravity of the situa- 
tion? The phenomenal progress of in: 
ventive power, the enormous and 
additions to our machinery of wealth 
production have confronted us with 
“issues” that may well stagger the bold: 
est statesman. “The snail's pace of 
crawling ages has suddenly become the 
headlong rush of the locomotive, speed- 
ing faster and faster.” Are the swad- 
dling clothes of infancy fit attire for him 
who would “make time” on a bicycle? 
Yet constitutions made in the “old fogy” 
past are justas hampering to the pro- 
gressive societies of to-day. These out- 
grow institutions as children outgrow 
clothes. “To adjust our institutions to 
growiug needs and changing conditions 
is the task that devolves upon us to-day. 
Prodence, patriotism, human sympathy 
and religious sentiment alike call upon 
us to undertake it There is danger in 
reckless change, but greater danger in 
blind conservatism. The problems begin- 
ing to confront us are grave, so grave 
that there is fear that they may not be 
solved in time to prevent great catastro- 
phies. But their gravity comes from an 
indisposition to frankly recognize and 
boldly grapple with them.” — Henry 
George. 
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the old style political economy: “Save, 
save, spend less than you make. Stint 
yourself. Be content if you bave only a 
rock for a pillow and the canopy of 
heaven fora roof. Don't grumble and 
growl, but save. No matter how scant 
your store, save.” Do these newspapers 
think that this sort of stuff shows the 
way to solve the problem of a civilization 
which tends to concentrate wealth and 
power in the hands of a fortunate few 
and to make of others mere human 
machines? which makes possible on the 
one hand Thomas G. Shearman’s list of 
millionaires, and on the other the 40,000 
women in New York that the Sun tells 
us can by no possibility subsist on the 
wages of their labor! What a bitter 
mockery to counsel thrift to these poor 
women, or to Connelsville coal miners 
on $5.25 a week and a family to support! 

Here and there we find a rich man, 
like Leland Stanford, who seems to 
realize the noblesse oblige, that some 
preventive must be sought for impending 
calamity, but the rich as a class depend 
upon repression. With the boiler be- 
neath them they seek to weigh down the 
safety valve with police, militia, Pinker- 
ton’s, &c., while year by year the fire 
grows hotter underneath. It is not the 
tramp and the pauper only (“the danger- 
ous classes") that exhibit a growing un- 
rest and bitterness, a blind groping for 
escape from conditions fast becoming in- 
tolerable—go among the thrifty mechan- 
ics, the hard-working laborers, and you 
will find an ever-growing discontent, 
like new wine beginning to ferment in 
old bottles. The weighty words of 
Macaulay in 1328 may well apply to our 
times: “A great statesman might, by ju- 
dicious and timely reformations, succeed 
in averting a struggle to which no ra- 
tional friend of liberty or of law can 
look forward to without great apprehen- 
sions. There are those who will be con- 
tent with nothing but demolition, and 
there are those who shrink from all re- 
pair. Between these two extremes there 
lies amore excellent way. © © * We 
know of no great revolution that might 
not have been prevented by compromise 
early and graciously made. The present 
is indeed a time of peace and order, but 
itis at such a time that fools are most 
thoughtless and wise men most thought- 
ful ° * * In all movements of the 
human mind which tend to great revolu- 
tions, there is a crisis at which moderate 
concession may amend, conciliate and 
preserve.” The sop thrown to the En- 
glish Cerberus was the reform bill of 
1832, followed by the repeal of the corn 
laws and the franchise extensions of 
Disraeli and Gladstone; but England is 
again on the verge of an even mightier 
movement that will shake existing insti- 
tutions to their foundations. England 
and America both need the eminent ser- 
vices of statesmen of the type of Sir 
Robert Peel, who will know how to keep 
the ship of state off the rocks. 

But after all it rests with “we, the peo- 
ple,” to remedy these matters, Theoreti- 
cally we govern ourselves, aud organiza- 
tion, with justice as its object, will re- 
duce that theory to practice and sweep 
away the monstrous iniquities of our 
present social system. Here is a body 
of millions of Spiritualists, whose great 
claim is that intercourse with the spirit 
world must conduce to the spiritual 
growth while here in the body. But what 
is spiritual growth if it does not express 
itself in improved material conditions. 
Are the wealthy among our Spiritualist 
friends indulging in that “criminal os- 
tentation" which Prof. Buchanan, in the 
Arena, scores so uomercifully, while the 
bitter cry of their starving, defrauded 
fellowman falls unheeded on their ear? 


And are the great mass of the Spiritual- 
ists going to still plod along in the old 
“L-can-stand-it-if-the-rest-can” rut? As 
an announced progressive body, with the 
Dawocletian sword of revolutionary up- 
heaval hanging over their heads, and the 
taunt of Julian Hawthorn ringing in

Kindly counsel and advice are 
always helpful; caustic and bitter criti- 
cisms are injurious. To denounce the 
whole class for the follies or shortcom- 
ings of the few, and to decry medium- 
ship because some few ill-balanced or 
foolish persons suffer because of exces- 
sive credulity, or the abuse of their 
powers, is as unwise as it would be to 
taboo knives because they are used for 
murder, and are dangerous weapons in 
the hands of criminals or lunatics. Let 
it be borne in mind that mediumship is 
the foundation of spirit communion— 
without mediumship the world would 
never have bad the proof palpable of the 
other world.—Two Worlds.

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change would finally occur, which was 
exactly fulfilled. The pamphlet ac- 
counta of the strange affair, which I 
have mentioned, gives numerous in- 
stances of the recollection of the girl of 
persons, incidents aud travels known to 
the Roff girl long before Lurancy Ven- 
num was born, and which the latter, as 
Lurancy Vennum, bad no means of 
knowing. While the girl visited at Mr, 
Ros, there was often recognition of 
events which were only known to the 
Roff girl or ber family. 

On the 21st of May, Mr. Roff wrote to a 
friend: “Mary is to leave the body of 
Lurancy to-day at about 11 o'clock, so 
she says. She is bidding neighbors and 
friends good-bye.” On the next day, 
May 220d. Mr. Roff writes: "Thank God 
and the good angels, the dead is alive 
and the lost is found. At 11:30 a. m. my 
daughter, Minerva called at my office 
with Lurancy Vennum, and Lurancy 
wanted me to take ber home, which I did. 
Sbe called me Mr. Roff, and talked with 
me as a young girl would, not being ac- 
quainted. I asked her how things ap- 
peared, and she said it seemed like a 
dream, She met her parents and 
brothera, kissing each one in tears of 
gladness.” 

These strange events took place in 
1877-8, and Lurancy Vennum has con- 
tinued from that time to the present in 
the enjoyment of health. Two years ago 
some members of the Roff and 
Vennum families visited in Chautaqua 
county, in this state and were seen by 
several Rochester people, and in their 
presence this strange psychological 
story was confirmed. Several Illinois 
papers at the time commented upon the 
affair at length, and particularly after 
the girl's restoration to health and her 
natural self, The Watseka Republican 
said: “The meeting with her parents at 
the home was very affecting, and now 
she seems to be a healthy, happy little 
girl, going about noting thiugs she saw 
before she was stricken, and recognizes 
changes that have since taken place. 
This is a remarkable case, and the fact 
that we canuot understand these things 
does not do away with the existence of 
these unaccountable manifestations,” 

The reputation of the parties most in- 
timately connected with this noted “Wat- 
seka Wonder” is of the best, as certified 
to by many prominent persons of Wat- 
seka and vicinity, The editor of the 
Iroquoie Times, who was also mayor of 
Watseka during the occurrence of the 
phenomena in the Vennum and Roff 
families, says of Mr. Roff: “No man in 
this community stands higher in the es- 
timation of the people than Mr, Roff. 
He is a high minded, honorable gentle- 
man, who would scorn to give currency 
to anything not verified by facts.”
